Drug Phamplet 
Now Available 


A revised edition of Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s Pamphlet 
No. 4, "Drug Abuse and the 
Law,” was issued this week 
by the office of District At¬ 
torney Evelle J. Younger. 

In the foreword to the 
pamphlet, one of a series 
offered by the District Attor¬ 
ney’s Office, Younger notes 
that “life with drugs is 
neither exciting or interest¬ 
ing and anyone who has 
lived this life relates that 
it’s dull and’ degrading.” 

Drug abuse, he continues, 
“is not limited to one ethnic 
or economic group; drug 
abuse occurs in all walks 
of life.” 

One seclion of the pamph¬ 
let outlines laws regarding 
marijuana, dangerous drugs, 
glue • sniffing and other 
abuses. This portion cites 
the minimum and maxi¬ 
mum sentences for such of¬ 
fenses as possession, sale, 
transporting and driving un- 
d’er the influence. 

Copies of “Drug Abuse 
and 1 the Law,” as well as 
other pamphlets published 
by the District Attorney’s 
Office, may be obtained by 
writing to: Information 
Pamphlets, District Attor¬ 
ney’s Office, Room 620, Hall 
of Justice, Los Angeles, Cali¬ 
fornia 90012.

County supervisors have built for project 6201, Dorn 


Lots of Activity Going Strong

given the green, light to con¬ 
struction of about a half 
million dollars of additional 
storm drain facilities in 
Pasadena. 

Supervisor Warren Dorn 
reported bids are now being 
sought and are slated to be 
opened August 15 in the 
offices of County Flood Con¬ 
trol District Chief Engineer 
Walter J. Wood. 

A contract will be award¬ 
ed about ten days later call¬ 
ing for construction of pro¬ 
ject No. 726, unit one, and 
project No. 6201, unit one. 

Dorn said' project 726 in¬ 
cludes three separate lines 
with one beginning at Al¬ 
geria Street at Hastings 
Ranch Drive and running 
west on Alegria and' rights 
of way to an outlet at Sierra 
Madre Villa Channel. Line 
two starts in Brigden Road 
at Craig Avenue, extends 
east in Brigden to Altadena 
Drive and south in Altadena 
Drive to a junction with an 
existing facility at Paloma 
Street. 

Final segment starts in 
Casa Grande Street at Pala- 
dora Avenue, runs east in 
Casa Grande to Craig Ave¬ 
nue and south in Craig to 
Paloma Street. 

Three lines will also be 


said. One begins at an ex¬ 
isting drain some 700 feet 
northwest of the intersection 
of Kinneloa Canyon Road 
and New York Drive and 
runs northeast in rights of 
way for about 500 feet. 

A second line starts at 
Sierra Madre Villa d'ebris 
basin approximately 1200 
feet northeast of the inter¬ 
section of Sierra Madre Villa 
Avenue and Old House Road 
and' extends .northwest in 
rights of way about 350 feet 
to a point in Old House 
Road some 1000 feet north¬ 
east of its intersection with 
Sierra Madre Villa Avenue. 

Line three begins at Eaton 
Wash in Orange Grove 
Boulevard about 900 feet 
west of Lomora Avenue and 
runs east in Orange Grove 
to Lomora. 

Dorn said the contractor

1969 Listed As the 100th Anniversary

to the 1969 season as the 
100th anniversary season.

The play¬ 
ers on the 1869 Red Stock¬ 
ings earned from $600 to 
$1,400.
